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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The submitted IDS has been considered. A copy of applicant-submitted Form 
PT01449 is enclosed. 

2. Claims 1-10 and 20-21 are allowed. 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are directed to essentially a 
program per se including a series of program codes. See MPEP 2106-2106.02. 

5. Yamamoto et al(US6416140) discloses a brake system with means for limiting 
yaw rate or yaw moment upon failure of a brake as per paragraph 109 thereof.
